We copy the following from a recent number of oitr English cotem¬ 
porary, the London Field, showing tbo condition of the market iu Eng¬ 
land. accompanied with some practical advice about breeding, from 
which will be seen the advantage to American farmers in breeding for 
the English market: 

“Excepting a few fancy strains of short horn#, the highest priced ani¬ 
mal about the Urltlsb or Irish farm is the horse. Ill no class of nnlntuls 
has the price risen so much ill recent years as in that of the equine va¬ 
riety. Whether we take good thoroughbreds, hunters, or agricultural 
horses, (be advance price has been nlniost alike great, unexpected, all 
but unaccountable, aud disappointing to many. The more obvious 
cure for this state of mutters Is greater attention to breeding. No doubt 
if large numbers of stud owners and farmers were to turn extensively 
to breeding. A remedy would soon be found III greatly Increased sup¬ 
plies; but somehow there are many drawbacks to successful horse 
breed lug. Elaborate evidence iu the last issue of the Koyal Agricultu¬ 
ral Society’* Joi.runl, sbowa that the hreediug of hunters, and riding 

or driving horses, as a rule, la not a profit Able thing for the ordinary 
ten nit farmer. In the first place, breeding horaea are a very risky 
stock, and none more so than hunters. Then peculiar farming and 
fencing conditions are required, while the stallion supply is very unsat¬ 
isfactory. Tin* entire h >rses that travel the country are uot well treated 
for successful breeding To begin with, they are fed by far loo highly 
before the season proper commences; then, after It does In-gin, they get 
creatlv too much to do. both in the form of actual service aud walking.

THE UTICA MEETING. 

The third annual meeting of the Utica Park Association 
which ended on August 18, has been a pronounced success, 
and the management had nothing to desire during their 
meeting as far as the weather was concerned; yet notwith¬ 
standing these favorable conditions, the meeting was in the 
rear of the previous ones of the septilateral, both in the gen¬ 
eral time average, and in individual fast heats and races. 
It is due to say, that though the track is 
excellently located, and in the possess'on of a liberal man¬ 
agement, it has never been pronounced fast 
by turfmen. In the meeting just terminated the favorites 
won in live races and the field in three, the former securing 
the 2:23, 2:32, free for all, 2:28 and 2:20 clns 9 purses, and 
the latter capturing the 2:30, 2:24 and 2:29 class purses. 
The number of heats trotted were thirty-three, making a 
total of seventy-nine minutes aud thirty and one-half sec¬ 
onds, a general average of 2 minutes and 24 seconds, and 
23-43 seconds. 

On the opening day the 2:24 race was captured by May 
Bird who had sold on Monday night for a song. The 
contents of the pool box amounting to $50,000 was awarded 
with the race. 

The contestants were Little Fred, Amy B., May Bird, 
Blue Mare, Breeze, Annie Collins. Little Gipscy, Frank 
Reeves and Belle Brassfield. Little Fred was well known to 
have the speed of the party, the same race being a''gift” 
for him at Chicago, Cleveland, Buffalo and Rochester. He 
was therefore a strong favorite in the pools the evening be¬ 
fore the race. The complexion of the market however de¬ 
noted that he was being played for a loser and Amy B., was 
booked for the winner. The old “habitues" of the pool 
s ands must have had their suspicions aroused for before 
thn race on Tuesday Fred dropped from 


favor aud Amy B., rose correspondingly in the 
betting. The nice, which was-one of the most excit¬ 
ing of the season, assumed a disgraceful appearance after 
the third heat. It was evident that a dishonest combination 
existed, ami as the race progressed the fraud became more 
transparent, reminding the old turf goers of a similar occur- 
I rence at a previous meeting, in which the gelding Lillie 
Fred was engaged. CircuniBtam.es would show that Fred 
was himself before the race, notwithstanding the fact that a 
veterinary surgeon subsequently declared that he bad been 
suffering from congestion four or five hours previous to the 
last heat, as he look the first heat without being beaded in 
2:22}, by far the fastest time made in the race. The second 
heat was won by the now-favorite Amy B. in 2:25}, a con¬ 
siderable falling ofl' in time, as Fred usually keeps "com¬ 
ing" instead of going back. After the conclusion of the 
third heat, which was given to Breeze—though Little Gipsy 
had reached the wire first—complaints were made that Little 
Fred was not being driven to win, and a change of drivers was 
effected. Phillips was placed behind and he landed him the 
winner of the fourth heat in 2:20, May Bird Bt-cond, the 
favorite Amy B. eighth. Little Fred's stock was again in 
the uscendunt, and notwithstanding his success in the pre¬ 
vious heat he lost the fifth, May Bird, a new aspirant, prov¬ 
ing the winner. Matters now reached a climax, and it was 
evident that the precautions of the judges had been taken 
too late, ami open charges were made that the horse had 
been given two pails of water for the purpose of making him 
lose the race. This charge, too, would appear to be home 
out by facts, notwithstanding the violent protestations of 
Phillips, Higbie, and the grooms to the contrary. For the sixth 
heat the starters were Little Fred, Amy B., May Bird, and 
Breeze, the rest having been sent to the barn, to rule. The 
four were sent away to a good start, hut previous to reach¬ 
ing the half mile pole Fred, who had been acting strangely, 
wavers, and Phillips, his driver, pulls him up, and jogs 
slowly to the three-quarter pole where he is found after 
the heat, which is taken by May Bird, in 
2:30*, choking and bleeding severely at the mouth and nos¬ 
trils. The exilement was now intense, anil Fred's buckets 
were loud in their protestations that he was the victim of 
foul play, and vociferously demanded that the judges de¬ 
clare all pools and outside bets ofi'. But the demands 
were disregarded in spite of the unsavory appearance of 
things from the first, and on the simple statement of a vet¬ 
erinary surgeon present, that the horse had "the uppearancc 
of having suffered from congestion for four or five hours," 
they declared Fred distanced, giving the beat to May Bird, 
and postponing the race on accountof darkness,until the next 
morning, when May Bird proved the winner after a tame 
struggle, in 2:21*}. From the foregoing it would seem that 
the direct course to have pursued was to have declared "all 
pools off," as no measures adopted ever so stringent would 
have unearthed the principals to the fraud. The horse, un¬ 
fortunately, is the worst sufferer by these turf rascalities, 
and it is all-important to the associations of stand- 
mg that, the most summary and effective trealmeut 
In: administered to all those connected with these disgrace¬ 
ful transactions.

impulses are stimulated by the warmth of the 
advancing seasou. Now the sharp accent* of the voice are modulated in¬ 
to sweet and tender song, so low as to be almost inaudible at a few 
yards distance, yet so faultlessly executed and so well sustained, that 
the tiny maslciau inay claim no mean rank among the feathered choris¬ 
ters. A little later yet. aud we may, perchance, if our eyes are sharp, 
and we kuow just where to look, uncover tbe extremely beautiful nest 
which the blue gray makes for itself—a structure which cauuot fall to 
excite our wonder aud admiration. Excepting the humming bird s nest, 
tioue can compare with Ibis exquisite specimen of bird architecture, 
cunniugly contrived to comblue elegance with comfort, artfully ren¬ 
dered substantial without sacrifice of good ta*te, and ingeniously 
screened from observation by the same means that are employed for its 
ornamentation. True to Its aspirations, the bird nestles high III the 
trees, usually at least tweuty yards from the ground, placiug the fabric 
amongst slender tvgigs, to which It Is attached, ofteuest at the extremity 
of a bough which sWuys with the wtud. To lusure the safety ofita 
contents during the motion to which it la subjected. It Is built re¬ 
markably deep, aud contracted at the oridcc. so that the cavity is some¬ 
what purse shaped, and the gcueral shape outside is like that of a trun-

cated cone It stems large for the size of tbe bird, it Is sometimes 
three Inches and a half In height, aud nearly us much iu width at the 
base, with a diameter of two Inches si the brim. The walls are close¬ 
ly or warmly malted or felted with the softest of vegetable material— 
the decomposed fibre of various plants, thistle down aud like sub¬ 
stances, sometimes woven with spider’s web. The structure is artisti- 

n finished with stucco work of lichens all over the outside, for the 
le purpose of perfecting iu beauty, and making It resemble a nat¬ 
ural excresence. iu such an elegaut cradle as this eggs are laid, to the i 
number of four, five or six, measuring scarcely three fifths of an inch | 
long by less than half an Inch In diameter; white In ground color 
speckled, and dashed generally over the wb.de surface, with several 
shades or reddish or umber brown aud lilac. In this secure, th-ugh 
airy and tremulous domicile, the blue-gray gnatcatcher usually rears 
It* brood undisturbed, and sends more of its own delightful kind each 
summer to dl-port lu tbe foliage of our forests. But who Is secure 
from care and sorrow! Not even such a creature as this; the blue gray 
has Its enemies. The chiefeat of these is the cowpeu bird, that para¬ 
sitic plague of all orderly households in the feathered world, which not 
seldom lays lu this delicate nest Its own hateful egg, aud forces the wee 
nurses to rear its own ungainly offspring. Then again there are such 
things as ornithologists, against whom no precaution nor art avails. 
The parasitic birds might have Its own excuse for its seeming misdeeds, 
could its motives be questioned, while tbe ornithologist may apologize 
for occasionally rifling such a snug borne, by declaring that otherwise 
not even the slightest sketch of Ihe bine-gray's life could be written.
